It is almost impossible to exag- 
gerate the importance of sea power 
to our country and to our entire 
western world, It has been be- 
cause of the existence ol sea 
power, exercised by two nations, 
Great Britain and ourselves, that 
both the Atlantic and the Pacine 
have served as barriers against ac- 
quisitive designs of  ageressive 
powers, 

If you will glace at the map you 
will readily observe that there 
ure but three exits into the At- 
lantie in Kurope, the channels of 
the North Sea (north of the British 
Isles), the English Channel itself, 
and the Straits of Gibraltar, Our 
| entire western world has been safe 
from attack from Europe becuuse 
the British fleet has always stood 
sentinel at these three exits Into 
the ocean, and the British policy, 
for many years, has accepted, and 
assisted us in the muintenance ef, 
the Monroe Doctrine. That has 
sufficed to make the Atlantic bar- 
rier secure, 

The war in’ Europe must be 
Jooked upon as the lntest of a long 
succession of attempts by dictators 
to establish rule over all Europe 
und, eventually, to establish do - 
minion over a large portion of the 
world. Like all its predecessors, 
the Nazi regime has found that 
the power of ils armies alone can- 
not establish that rule, because 
Europe is not self-supporting in 
raw materials, and the Nazi armies 
are powerless to obtain these ma- 
terials unless they have contro! of 
the sea, 


Sea Power At Stake 


Great Britain has never been 
powerful enough to support an 
army strong enough to conquer 
Europe and to hold it under con- 
trol, That nation has been en- 
abled to survive against conquest 
threugh control of the seas be- 
tween those islands and the con- 
tinent of Europe, and also to stiffe 
the expanding military powers on 
the Continent by denying them 
ucoess to the sources of raw ma- 
terials. 

The struggle now going on is, 
fundamentally, an attempt by 
Germany to seize coutrol of the 
sea from Great Britain, That is 
the reason why, from a military 
yiewpoint, the war has so vital an 
interest to the United States. Our 
nation has evolved without par- 
ticular hindrance from Britain’s 
control of a large part of the sea. 
But I believe it would be very 
different were control to pass to 
Germany, und were she able to 
send her armies into other parts 
of the world, and there lay tribute 
of raw materials for further build- 
ing up her powers of oppression. 

If Germany becomes free tu 
move across the ocean for the con- 
quest of new territories, she most 
probably will move first into 
South America, to get hold of that 
great storehouse of national 
wealth, If the United States does 
not wish to face the consequences 
of ghe establishment in South Am- 
erica of aggressive military power, 
we Should now prevent Germany 
from overturning the British sea 
power which holds the Nazis in 
Europe, 


The’ Monroe Doctrine

All doubtless remember that the 
World War gave Japan her chance 
for expansion throughout the is- 
lands of the Pacific, and remem- 
ber that this was the occasion of 
her twenty-one demunds upon 
China. We were able fo check 
Jayan’s further aggressions by 
moving our entire fleet to the 
Pacitic when the conclusion of the 
World War eliminated the Ger- 
man fleet in the Atlantic. Since 
that time we have maintained a 
one-ocean navy in the Pacific, and 
that navy has proved adequate in 
both directions only because the 
existence and the deployment ef 
the British Navy gave us security 
in the Atlantic. .In effect, both we 
and the British Commonwealth of 
Nations actually have had.a two- 
ocean navy, operated for a single 
peaceful purpose.

Once we lose the power to control 
even a part of those seas, inevit- 
ably the wars of Europe and Asia 
will be transferred to the Ameri- 
cus, 

We need time to build ships 
and to train their crews. We need 
time to build up our outlying bases 
so that we can operate our fleets 
us a screen for our continent, We 
need time to train our armies, to 
uccumulate war stores, to gear our 
industry for defence. 

Only Great Britain and its feet 
can give us that time, And they 
need our help to survive, 

If we fully organise the mental 
and material resources of the 
American people, we can give Bri- 
tain that help and simultaneously 
can build a strong military de-~ 
fence for ourselves, The cost to us 
in money, effort und sacrifice will 
be great but that cost will be 
far greater, even in the immediate 
future, should we now stend aside 
and let Britain fall. 

We are a strong nation, though 
our military strength {s still large- 
ly potential. I believe that the 
American people, have what it 
takes in character, courage and 
wisdom to guard ‘this country and 
to guard this hemisphere. But to 
keep from- engaging in a desperate 
struggle in American — territory, 
they need time to make ready 
thelr arms. They can get time to

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SOVIET POLICY 


Latest developments 
. seem to clear up once and 
tor all the question as tc 
which side of the fence 
the Soviet Government 1s 
on at the present time. 

The Soviet Union is 
helping Germany in the 
same way the United 
States is helping Great 
Britain. The cost for 
the Soviet Union, how- 
ever, is far greater, 
for in the case of many 
products, particularly 
food, the Soviet Union has 
not had any real export 
surpluses for the last ten 
years, and any exports of 
grains will be mad» 
directly at the expense of 
the Soviet 
_ who will have 
themselves. 

If the Soviet Union is 
helping Germany carry 
on the war, as seems to 
be the result of the new 
commercial treaty, it is 
strange that the United 
States, which has refused 
to send supplies to Euro- 
pean nations for fear they 
might fall into German, 
hands, should continue to 
send supplies of exactly| 
those materials which the 
Soviet Union is sending 
to Germany. These strate- 
gic materials and ma- 
chine tools build up the 
Russian supply so that 
the Soviet government is, 
able to send more to Ger- 
ynans, 

For those persons whu 
still believe that the Unit- 
ed States should adopt a 
policy of appeasement to- 
ward the Soviet Union. 
the latest agreement pro-' 
vides an interesting illus- 
tration as to how the So- 
viet. government reacts to 
kindnesses. Thus far the, 
United States government 
has sought in vain to have 
the Soviet government 
acknowledge its respon- 
sibility for the property of 
American citizens or com- 
panies which were, lost 
through the seizure of 
Poland, the Baltic states 
and eastern Rumania. On 
the other hand, by the 
terms of the new Soviet- 
German agreement, the 
Soviet government agrees 
to take over all the debts 
of the three Baltic states 
in connection with the 
withdrawal of the Ger- 
man. population.

“A German invasion of Italy is 
a possibility and a_ distinctly 
practical possibility.” 

That is the view of Dr. Edouard 
Benes, expressed to me in an in- 
terview. 

“I have been very * agreeably 
surprised indeed by the news 
from Greece,” sald Dr. Benes 
“From the first I recognised that 
the invasion was a blunder on 
Mussolini’s part, but I could not 
feel certain that it was as serious 
a mistake as it has proved to be. 

“All Dictators are bound to take 
some such false step at some 
time or other; that is inevitable. 
Now it seems possible that Mus- 
solini has made that fatal blunder 
which may be the undoing of his 
regime. 

“We have always, however, to 
bear in mind the possibility of a 
German invasion of Italy, Hitler 
might be impelled to safeguard 
his position by swooping down on 
Italy when the Fascist regime is 
visibly tottering.” 

To my question as to how long 
he thought the war would Last. 
Dr. Benes answered decisively: 


“The German collapse will come 


probably in the Spring of 1942. 
Allied war-effort will rise to its 
crescendo next summer and 
American support begin to tell 
decisively. 


“The Rot Will Set In’”’ 


“A combination of blockade 
and heavier air offensives through 
1941 will steadily exhaust Ger- 
man resources and sap the morale 
which has been keyed up to such 
a pitch for so long, France and the 
other oceupied countries will in- 
creasingly resist, The rot will de- 
finitely set in, and by the Spring 
of 1942, we may expect a col- 
lapse.” 

The world knows and honours 
Dr, Benes as an apostle of de- 
moeracy, and so 1 asked 
whether he would care now to re- 
state his faith in Government by 
the people. 

“Yes he replied emphatically. 

“More than ever before ‘ 
convinced of the necessity of De- 
mocracy for all progress, and cer: 
tain of its final victory. This war 
more than others has proved that 
democracy is the Ikey to au the 
precious values of life,

When you hear over your radio, 
or read in your newspapers, that 
during the night while you slept

your bed, the German Air Force 
concentratéd on one English City, 
do you ever picture in your mind 
just what an air attack like that 
meee to men, women ang chil.

If you do, you .think perhaps in 
terms of noise and terror, of bomb 
craters and tumbling buildings, of 
fires, explosions and sometimes 
floods.

were dead, her home was gone, and 
she was blind, She will probably 
be blind for ever. 


Wot very far away, some nights 
earlier, from the ruins of a home 
that was no more a military ob- 
jective than the blinded girl's 
home, I saw twin girls of six years 
of age, the only children of their 
parents, dug out dead, clasped to- 
gether from the wreckage of their 
home after being buried for five 
hours, 1 shall never forget the 
look of terror on thelr faces.

Now incidents like that which 


rare a nightly occurrence in Eng- 


land, are having a great'effect upon 
the character of English peo- 
ple. We know’ these bombs 
are scattered over our towns with 
the intention of breaking our spirit. 
They might well have done so. In 
actual fact they have had entirely 
the opposite effect. People who 
might well have been persuaded 
into peace would certainly not con- 
sider peace now on any terms ex- 
cept their own. There has been no 
such hardness in England since we 
made our Empire. These ordinary 
men and women of the country 


have proved in adversity that they _ 


are still as great as their ances- 
tors. They believe that they have 
suffered what would -have broken 
any other nation on earth. Per- 
haps they have; . 

What they feel about the war 
may bé gauged not alone by the 
endurance they have shown against 
sufferings inflicted on them by the 
enemy, but-also by the sufferings 


they have inflicted voluntarily on

It has also been decided not 
to proceed during the coming fin- 
ancial year with the building of 
the proposed new block of offices 
and quatters at the Central Po- 
lice Station, though a token vote 
of $50,000 remains in the draft 
estimates to cover any expendi- 
ture that may have been incurred 
in the preparatory work of draw- 
ing up plans, ete. 

Similarly the Select Commit- 
tee felt that the times are not 
sufficiently propitious and the 
plans not sufficiently matured to 
permit the buttding of the pro- 
posed new Infectious Diseases 
Hospital at the Kowloon Me- 
dical Centre. 

The Budget Committee realises 


that this hospital is recommended 9 


in the Technical Hospitalisation 
Committee's report, 1938-1939, as 
the first major {tem in a long-term 
programme but it feels that, apart 
from difficulties of providing the 
necessary building materials, this 
is not the time or place to em- 
bark immediately on this hospital. 
The sum of $100,000 has however 
been provided which is larger 
than the usual “token . vote” "in 
case it may be possible in the 
coming year to make a start.

Deadly Disabilities 


Last year in the remarks I 
made during the budget debate, I 
expressed my conviction that the 
Government was _ suffering {from 
three deadly disabilities: firstly, 
their inability to dispense with 
the services of an unsatisfactory 
servant: secondly, promotion by 
seniority rather than ability, and 
thirdly the higher pay obtaining 
in this Colony as compared with 
most others, which reduces to a 
minimum the healthy transfer of 
staff from one Colony to another, 
and breeds a parochial-minded 
rervice, 

In the Report of the last War 
Revenue Committee the —mem- 
bers, composed of the leading 
business men of the Colony un- 
der the Chairmanship of my 
Honourable friend the Attorney 
General, were unanimous in ren 
commending that:— 

“Before Rosh taxation is imposed 
to meet this need, a Commission (pre- 
ferably a Royal Commission) be set 
up to investigate the whole organina- 
tlon of civil government in this Colony 
with a view ta ascertaining whether 
It !s possible to effect economies 
whieh would permit of a substantial 
Increase in the programme of soctal 
services without undue increase of 
taxation,’ 


Pressing Need 


We realise that the present 
situation renders it impossible for 
this recommendation to be car- 
the: same Com- 
mittee ig reconstituted this year, 
I hope they will repeat this re- 
commendation in their 1941 re- 
port, lest 1940’s be pigeon-holed 
und forgotten. 

There is pressing need for a 
thorough overhaul of a system

Revised Estimate 


Although the yield under this 
Ordinance was originally estimat- 
ed to be six million, the revised 
estimated yield is nearly ten mii- 
lion (which, incidentally, is the 
amount of the estimated yield for 
the full Income Tax Bill), and 
this in spite of the fact that ft is: 
universally accepted that the yield 
of a tax of this kind can never be 
brought to full fruition during the 
first few years. 


Personally J should have 
thought that such an unexpected 
and gratifying result of a measure 
which Sad received such striking 
natty of support in this Coun- 
ml would have merited on ac- 
knowledement from Government 
More gractous and fitting than the

On the 4th December, 1938, Mr.

In a note prepared by Mr. Caine 
on “Principal differences between 
the ‘War Revenue Bil’ and the 


‘Income Tax Bill'’" he ctatesi-— 
“1. GENERAL. 


“An Income Tax secks to tax cvery 
source of cach Individual’s income and 
to make allowances for his family res- 
ponsibilities and other individual clr- 
cumstances, Although much may be 
collected at the source It is ultimately 
an individual tax and may entail much 
enquiry into personal affairs. 

“The new Bill proposes to take each 
of the main classes of income separate 
ly and tax them at rates adjusted only 
approximately to capacity to pay Al 
rome sacrifice of the refinements of Ay 
income tax it thus avolds many pro- 
blenis whioh arise in the admintatra- 
tion of those refinements and removes 
some ef the features of Income tax 
which are objectionable to the public.’ 

Such, Sir, were the views of 
M:. Caine. He had made it plain 
that he was in favour of a straight 
income tax measure. But he him- 
self was the author of the Ordin- 
ance now in force, and he put it 
forth as a compromise measure 
without anv trace of reluctance, 
and certainty witbout any misgiv- 
ings as to there b@ing any inequity 
in its imecidence. 

The Honourable the Financial 
Secretary said: “Although the War 
Revenue Ordinance has secured 
considerably more revenue than 
was antic.pated it has failed to 
secure enough to meet the revis- 
ed war expenditure either in’ the 
current year or in 1941-42". 


Contrary Stand 


Pausing here I should like to 
point out that the position he now 
takes up is fundamentally opposite 
to that teken up by Government 
hitherto. As I pointed out in this 
Council on the 14th March, 1940, 
His Excellency Sir Geoffry North- 
cote, in his speech in this Council 
on November 16th, 1939, made it 
quite clear that Government did 
not determine to raise a war bud- 
get revenue in any pre-determined 
suny: in ether words, the Govern- 
ment's attitude was that as re- 
gards war expenditure, that ex- 
penditu.e was to be limited to the 
sum obtainable by the War Ai 
venue Ordinance, and not that the 
Colony bad to find 
amount. 

The Financial Secretary points 
out that vecording to the revised 
estimate, salary tex will bring in 
$1 000,000 as was eNticipated: pro- 
perty tax $2,300,000 as against 
$2,000,000 as was anticipated: 
whilst corporation and business 
tax should bring in $6,400,000 as 
against $3,000,000 anticipated. But 
he adds, as regards the latter 
item: ‘This figure includes not 
less than $5,500,000 in respect of 
corporation profits and - only 
$900,000 in respect of business 
profits, which is disappointingly 
small... .” 

Sir, this is the whole case for| 
suggesting that the principles on 
which taxation is based should be 
reconsidered. I can see no ground 
for surprise that the business pro- 
fits tax should vield something 
just under one million, as against 
the unexpectedly larger yield of 
corporation profits. Mr. Caine 
never attempted anything more 
than a guess of ‘the combined yield 
fof ghe corporation and business 
profits thx, for the simple reason 
that there were no accurate data 
-available.. Nor can J see how the 
yield of the taxes:as-above indicat- 
ed can afford any evidence that 
the incidence is not spread fairly 
over the community. It may well 
-be that, in-order to produce more 
revenue, some alterations will 
have to be made in the Ordin- 
ance. As ‘I. do not wish to anti- 
‘ciIpate in any way the findings of 
‘the Committee which Your Ex~- 
cellency .Jhas reconstituted I ab- 
stain from -further ‘comment.

clarations of Government. 


The Honourable the Financial 
Secretary has intimated that Gov- 
ernment proposes to increase the 
Death Duties. I appreciate that 
Honourable Members will have an 
opportunity of discussing — this 
question when the necessary 
amending Bill as before — this 
Council. But in the meantime I 
wish to make a few general ob- 
servatioals, 


The Report of the Taxation 
Committee published as Sessional 
Paper No. 2. 1939, contained the 
following observation on the ques- 
tion of Death Duties:— 

“Any further revenue under this head 
should be obtained by an increase in 
the rates of Estate Duty rather than by 
the Introduction of ° other methods of 
taxing property on death, ¢.8. Legacy 
or Succession Duties; but we consider 
the present: rates, which were’ fairly 
reconlly Increased to a maxtmun 
20 per cent., high cnough tn the cir 
cumstances of Hong Kong, where the 
much higher rates prevailing in, ¢.g.. 
the United Kingdom, would add greatly 
to the incentive to evasion.” 


That report was dated 5th April, 
1939, and I] am not aware of cir- 
curnstances which have arisen be- 
tween then and now which render 
that deliberate expression of view 
no Jonger sound. 


**Excessive Zeal’’ 


As to how far evasion of death 
duties exists I do not feel com- 
petent to speak. But of this I am 
quite certain. If evasion could be 
prevented by zeal and vigilance, 
it would have been effectively 
stopped by now, because I can 
imagine no one possessing greater 
zeal, and exercising greater vigi- 
lance, than the present holder of 
the office of Superintendent of In- 
Jand Revenue and Estate 
Commissioner, for whom, if he 
will allow me to say 60, I hold a 
high regard. Indeed, 1 go further 
and say that it is the deliberate 
view of the legal profession as 2 
whole that the zeal and vigilance 
exhibited by this conscientious 
officer hive been so excessive in 


amany cases-as to cccasion unjusti- 


fiable delay, inconvenience cand 
expense to bona fide applicants for 
legal representation. 


The powers conferred on thé 
Estate Duty ‘Commissioner for in- 
vestigating every estate are ‘neces~ 
sarily wide. But I suggest that in 
wielding ‘such great :powers regard 
shoutd ‘be ‘had ‘to ithe :presence or 
absence of grounds for suspicion 


of evasion of duty, and “that ‘under 


normal circumstances the Estate 
Duty Commissioner should not 
attempt to reopen and resuscitate 
matters udjudicated upon a long 
time ago. 

It should be well known to Gov- 
ernment that family inheritanc: 
has always constituted .a_ very 
important part of Chinese family 
life, and 1. do submit that -expes- 
give rates of levy, undue delay in 
obtaining legal representation, and 
harsh udministration of the Estate 
Duty ‘Ordinance, all constitute 
great incéntive to evasion.

I feel hat the Chinese community 
has every reason to be dissatisfled 
with Government's inactivity, over 
such a lengthy period, in reliev-

which has caused so much hard- 
ship to the community, especially 
the poor. 

Another matter, Sir, which has 
given rise to grave dissatisfaction, 
is the administration of the Im- 
migration Ordinance. When [| 
spoke in this Council on the Sec- 
ond Reading of the Bill 1 thought 
that the effect of this measure on 
the Colony depended very largely 
on how it would be administered 
by the Immigration Officer, and [| 
then stated that my colleagues 
and I intended to maintain a close 
jnterest in the operation of this 
‘measure, .and that we should’ have 
no hesitation in making to Gov- 
ernment any representations which 
we might consider it our duty so 
to do. 

1 know that the Immigration 
Officer has not spared himself in 
the discharge of his very difficult 
duties. But I do say that what- 
ever may be the explanation, the 
Chinese community cannot be ex- 
pected to acquiesce in the con- 
‘tinued administration of a. mea- 
sure which compels people to 
wait zor long houts outside the 
Immigration Office, herded to- 
gether like cattle, in order to get 
a permit or to get back a deposit. 


Sheer Rudeness - 


Apart from the question ‘of ad- 
ministrative machinery there have 
been rumerous complaints of 
sheer ruderress and offensive con- 
duct on the part of the officers of 
this, Department. ‘Civil Servants 
should ‘be civil servants’ may be a 
familiar witticism, but I suggest 
‘that it embodies a wholesome ad- 
‘monition to which -Civil Servants 
in Hong ‘Kong should .pay serious 
heed. A most .anfavourable ;im— 
pression has already been created 
on visitors to the Colony. And I 
do seriously appeal to officers of 
the Immigration ‘Department. to 
remember that they are being paid 
by local taxpayers to perform. 
their duties and not to show off 
their own importance. .

“A German invasion of Italy fs 
a possibility and a distinctly 
practical possibility.” 

That is the view of Dr. Edouard 
Benes, expressed to me in an in- 
terview. 

“I have been very agreeably 
surprised indeed by the news 
from Greece,” . said Dr. Benes 
“From the first I recognised that 
the invasion was a blunder on 
Mussolini's part, but I could not 
feel certain that it was as seriovs 
a mistake as it has proved to be. 

“AL Dictators are bound to take 
some such false step at some 
time or other; that {is inevitable. 
Now it seems possible that Mus- 
solini has made that fatal blunder 
which may be the undoing of his 
regime. 

“We have always, however, to 
bear in mind the possibility of a 
German invasion! of Italy. Hitler 
might be impelled to safeguard 
his position by swooping down on 
Italy when the Fascist regime is 
visibly tottering.” 

To my question as to how long 
he thought the war would last. 
Dr, Benes answered decisively: 
“The German collapse will come 
probably in the Spring of 1942. 
Allied war-effort will rise to its 
crescendo next summer and 
American support begin to tell 
decisively, 


“The Rot Will Set In’’ 


“A combination of blockade 
and heavier air offensives through 
1941 will steadily exhaust Ger- 
man resources and sap the morale 
which has been keyed up to such 
a pitch for so long. France and the 
other occupied countries will in- 
creasingly resist. The rot will de.. 
finitely set in, and by the Spring 
of 1942, we may expect a col- 
lapse.” 

The world knows and honours 
Dr. Benes as an apostle of de- 
moeracy, and so I asked him 
whether he would care now to re- 
state his faith in Government by 
the people, 

“Yes” he replied emphatically. 

“More than ever before fam 
convinced of the necessity of De- 
mocracy for all progress, and cer- 
tain of its final victory.

When you hear over your radio, 
or read in your newspapers, that 
during the night while you slept 
peacefully and comfortably in 
your bed, the German Air Force 
concentrated on one English City, 
do you ever picture in your mind 
just what an air attack like that 
means to men, women and chil- 

ren, 


Ig you do, you tnink perhaps in 
terms of noise-and terror, of bomb 
craters and tumbling buildings,’ of 
fires, explosions and sometimes 
floods. But let me give a picture 
of what it means in human suf- 
fering. 


A few nights ago I stood by the 
ruins of a row of little suburban 
houses close -to green flelds and — 
far away from any possible mili-~ 
tary objective. A few minutes 
earlier in one of these houses a 
little girl of twelve had been sleep- 
ing peacefully. An unknown 
man, miles high in the sky, light-

heartedly dropped a_ stick of 
bombs. When I saw the little girl 
five minutes later, her paretts 
were dead, her home was gone, and 
she was blind. She will probably 
be blind for ever. 


Not very far away, some nights 
earlier, from the ruins of a home 
that was no more a military ob- 
jective than the blinded girl's 
home, I saw twin girls of six years 
of age, the only children of their 
parents, dug out dead, clasped to~ 
gether from the wreckage of their 
home after being buried for five 
hours. 1 shall never forget the 
look of terror on their faces. 


There is another home in that 
same area in which an elderly 
wuman was sitting by the fireside 
one evening talking to her equally 
elderly servant. Without warning 
a bomb fell from the dark sky. . It 
blew the fire into the old lady’s 
lap and she is so severely burned 
that even if she lives, what is left 
of her life will be a misery. Her 
elderly servant has not yet been 
found. ‘ 


I lifted a 60 year ald woman in 
my motor car recently who told 
me that twice in a fortnight she 
had been dug out of the ruins of 
Sit home. Yet she was still cheer- 
ful. 


Now incidents like that which 
‘are a nightly occurrence’ in Eng- 
jJand, are having a great'effect upon 
the character of English peo- 
ple. We know these bombs 
_are scattered over our towns with 
the intention of breaking our spirit. 
They might well have done so. In 
| actual fact they have had entirely 
the opposite effect. People who 
might well have been persuaded 
into peace would certainly not con- 
sider peace now on any terms ex- 
cept their own, There has been no 
such hardness in England since we 
made our Empire. These ordinary 
men and women of the country 
have proved in adversity that they 
are still as great as their ances- 
tors, They believe that they have 
suffered what would have broken 
any other nation on earth. Per- 
haps they have, : 

What they feel about the war 
may be’ gauged not alone by the 
endurance they have shown dgainst 
sufferings inflicted‘on them by the 
enemy, but also by the sufferings 
they have inflicted voluntarily on 
themselves. ae ;

streets, the placing of a check von the 
uelivities of girl escort bureaux, the 
prevention of robbery and larceny. 
espechiily petty thieving and snatching 
in the streets form the list which we 
have been asked to bring to the atten: 
thon ct Government 

The stories of the existence of lands 
where one may sleep with one's front 
door open und not be robbed; where 
one may leave a parcel in a tramear

We realise the immensity of the pro- 
blem confronting us, Apart from the 
question of arrest, which {5 a police 
matter, no permanent gotutton can be 
found without taking into account the 
provision uf adequate prison accommo 
dation, the creation of decent employ- 
ment and the introduction of general 
educution, The higher the ethical stand- 
ard of the people as a whole, the less 
there is of crime; and it is by going 
to fundamentals that it can be hoped 
to efface all the sores with which this 
Colony is beset. 

‘The leavenitg of the masses takes 
tlme:; but there Is no need to remind 
Government of the urgency of the pro- 
blem. Next to the prevention of inva: 
sion from without is the prevention of 
lawlessness and disorder from within. 

We therefore trust that Government 
will undertake its just responsibtlities 
and will make more serious and more 
strenuous efforts to stamp out crime. 
We owe It to the Innocent and the, law- 
abiding to remove fram them a can- 
stant fear of and a growing concern 
for lawlessness and Insecurity. 


Essential Commodities 


Finally I would like to draw the at 
tention: of Government to the necessity 
of maintaining a low price for the three 
commodities which * the Chinese com- 
munity considers essential for iife, 
namely, rice, firewood and peanut oil. 
I know from information which has 
been furnished me as a member of the

surplus of $17,213,670 at the end 
of the present financial year, this 
surplus is largely a nominal one. 
The Financial Secretary explain- 
ed that out of this surplus of over 
$17,000,000, a sum of $5,790,000 
was invested in the 1934-Dollar- 
loan, ‘while by the end of next 
year a total of over 4 million dol- 
lars will have been advanced in 
anticipation of a future Joan.” 
Granting that this statement is 
correct, it does not alter the fact 
that the estimated surplus of this 
Colony’s assets over its liabilities. 
at the end of March, 1941, will 
be well over $17,000,000 although 
it may not consist entirely of cash. 
According to the financial state~ 
ment published by Government 
on the Sth February, 1941, 9 the 
Co'ony's actual surplus at the end 
of October, 1940, was more than 
$21,000,000 of which a sum of over 
$18,000,000 was classified as cash 
and advances. This represents a 
very high ratio in relation to the 
amount of revenue from ordinary 
sOUrCeS. 
1f this Colony were a cor- 
poration | would certainly con- 
qratulate those In charge of its 
affairs on ite very strong finan- 
clal position. But as a Govern- 
ment it Is open to criticism. 

It may be criticised that either 
it has failed to carry out and de- 
velop twly its social functions or 
it has taken more revenue than 
was necessary from the people by 
way of Jaxation. 


Relic Of Middle Ages 


I submit, Sir, that this practice 
of keeping a surplus was ua met- 
hod adupted by Governments dur- 
ing the Middle Ages and has long 
been considered as bad financial 
policy. It is well established in 
practical financial administration 
that surplus financing encourages 
extravagance and that there is no 
necessity whatever for a state to 
keep a‘surplus. 

I mention this not because 1 
wish to suggest that the estimated 
deficit for the next financial year 
should be met by drawing on this 
surplus as I hope that there will 
be no necessity to do so. But 1 


believe that this policy of accumu-~ 
lating surplus is fundamentally 
wrong. I admit that the existence 
of a large surplus gives a certain 
degree of convenience to the ad- 
ministration hecause it has at its 
disposal, what one may call, a 
special! fund frym which it can 
draw for the purpose of financing 
public works. However, I venture 
to say that this practice of draw- 
Ing upon the surplus to finance 
public works does not conduce to 
good financial organisation and 
careful budgetings. With a surplus 
tq fall back on there is a possi- 
ble temptation on the part of the 
administration in presenting its 
annual budget to the legislature, 
to withhold complete statement of 
its needs fur fear that its estimates 
may be cut down. Another pos- 
sible..abuse in the use of the sur~ 
plus is that the administration may 
be spending public money first, 
before coming to the legislative 
hody for approval. 


An Emergency 


It may be said in favour of this 
policy that the object of maintain- 
ing a surplus is to have a reserve 
in case of emergeticy. If that was 
the intention, I think the present 
moment js the proper time to 
make’ ise of such surplus. A 
portion of it may be set aside for. 
the .cosf-of the proposed building 
of two ships to be presented to 
the Admiralty and. War. Depart- 
ment: and: the” remainder. can- ‘Be 
used for carrying on_ defensive 
works, in.the Colony. If Govern~

Reasonable Burden

The Financial Secretary , points 
out that uccording to the revised 
estimate, smary tux will bring in 
$1 000,000. as was. anticipated: pro- 
berty tax $2,300,000 as against 
$2,000,000 as was anticipated: 
whilst corporation and business 
tax should bring in $6,400,000 as 
against $3,000,000 anticipated, But 
he adds, as regards the latter 
item: “This figure includes not 
less than $5,500,000 in respect of 
corporation protits and only 
$900,000 in respect of — business, 
profits, which is disappointingly 
small, 0." : 

Sir, this is the whole case for 
suggesting that the principles on 
which faxatien is based should be: 

T can see no ground | 
for surprise that (he business pro- 


fits tax should  vaeld somethin 
Justounder one midlion, as against 
the unexpectedty larger yaeld of 
corporation profits Mr Caine: 
never attempted anything  omeore! 
than a guess of the combined yield 
of the corporation and business , 
profits tax, for the simple reason ! 
that there were no accurate data 
available. Nor can [ see how the! 
yield of the taxes as above indicat- 
ed can afford any evidence that 
the incidence jis rot spread fairly 
over the community. It may well 
be that, in order to produce more 
revenue, some alterations will 
have to be made in the Ordin- 
ance. As IT do not wish to. anti- 
cipate in any way the findings of 
the Committee which Your Ex- 
cellency has reconstituted I ab-~- 
stain frum further comment. 


Serious Criticism 


I regret that I now come to a 
point of serious criticism against 
the administration of the War Re- 
venue Ordinance. In the Report 
of Mr. Caine, to which I have re- 
ferred, he made it quite plain that 
“Partnerships will be assessed as 
a whole and no enquiry whatever 
will be necessary into the division 
of profits between partners". The 
Honourable the Financial Secret- 
ary himself, in’ introducing — this 
Bil! in March, 1940, said: 

“The third and fourth (axes are res- 
Pectively a corporation profits tax 
and & business -profits tax on profits 
made in the Colony Which Is levied 
on the business and not on individual 
Persons so that no enquiry as to the 
ownership of (le business and the divi- 
sion of the prefits is involved. There 
ts, in the circumstances, no deduction 
in respect of persynal and family al- 
lowances.. . . ."" 

In spite of the history of this 
matter, and of the official declara- 
tions to which I have referred, 1 
am sorry to have to state openly 
in this Council that examiners 
have sought to get Chinese firms 
to disclose the names of the part- 
ners constituting the firms, I 


should have thought it impossible 
that any Government official 
would proceed counter to one of 
the fundamental bases of the 
taxation, and. 1 look to the Hon- 
ourable the Financial Secretary, 
as the. Commissioner under the 
War, Revenue Ordinance, to see to 
it that his. subordinate officers do 
carry out completely the spirit of 
the framers of the legislation, in 
accordance with the solemn de- 
clarations of Government. 

The Honourable the Financial 
Secretary has intimated that Gov- 
ernment proposes to increase the 
Death Duties. I, appreciate that 
Honourable:-Members will have an 
opportunity ‘of discussing this 
guestion. when the necessary 
amending Bill as_ before . this 
Council: But-in the-meantime | I 
wish to make a few general ob- 
servations, . . :

“Excessive Zeal” 


As to how far evasion of death 
duties exists I do not feel com- 
petent to speak. But of this I am 
quite certain. If evasion could be 
prevented by zeal and vigilance, 
it would have been effectively. 
stopped by now, because I can 
imagine no one possessing greater 
zeal, and exercising greater vigi- 
lance, than the presént holder of 
the office of Superintendent of In- 
land Revenue and Estate Duty 
Commissioner, for whom, if he 
will allow me to say so, I hold a 
high regard. Indeed, I go further 
and say that it ts the deliberate 
view of the legal profession as a 
whole that the zeal and vigilance 
exhibited by this conscientious 
officer hive been so excessive tn 
many cases as to occasion unjusti- 
flable delay, inconvenience and 
expense to bona flde applicants for 
Jeval representation. 

The powers conferred on the 
Estate Duty Commissioner for in- 
vestigating every estate are neces- 
sarily wide. But I suggest that in 
wielding such great powers regard 
should be had to the presence or 
absence of grounds for suspicion 
of evasion of duty, and that under 
normal circumstances the Estate 
Duty Commissioner should not 
attempt to reopen and resuscitate 
matters Ga udieated upon a long 
time ajge. 

IH should be well known to Gov- 
ernment that family inheritance 
has always constituted a very 
important part of Ch.nese family 


life, und ! do submit that exces-, 


sive races of levy, undue delay in 
obtaining legal representation, and 
harsh administration of the Estate 
Duty Ordinance, all constitute 
great incentive to evasion. 


Administration 


Sir, the Unofficial Members of 
this Council, as well as the 
Chinese Members) of Councits, 
have had eccasion to make various 
representations to Government on 
certain aspects of Government 
Administration during the past 
year. Pending their Hnal outcome 
I feel it muy duly to make a few 
general observations. 

To begin with I wish to say a 
few words on the question of Food 
Control. 

The task of a Food Controller 
is obviously one of very great dif- 
ficulty, and due .avowance must 
be made for the fact that many 
things would have to be done in a 
hurry. ; 

' submit that the Indispen. 
sable qualification of any Food 
Controller must be some com- 
merclal knowledge and experi- 
ence, and, however well quali- 
fled In the theory of economics 
and conscientious in the  dts- 
charge of his duties, Une aresend 
Food Contnotler’ has, had’ no. 
commercial experience. 

The record of his administra- 
tion has not inspired confidence 
that in an emergency all will be 
well as regards the question. of 
food supply, and I record in this 


Council my grave doubt. as. to. his! 


ability in turning over certain re- 
serve fvad stoecks-——though the 
quantities purchased are infinite- 
simal to the quantities original 
broposed—without very ‘serious 
losses arising. 

We know that the Food Con- 
troller has now delegated his 
powers in regard to rice to a busi- 
ness man more conversant with 
the subject. , 


Firewood. Ramp 


I come now to the question of 
Firewood. 

I understand that Government 
has at long last taken, or is. taking, 
definite steps for the importation 
of firewood into the Colony. The 
Chinese Members of: Councils had 


no hesitation in making to Gov- 
ernment any representations which 
we might ‘consider it our duty so 
to do. . Py 

I know that th Immigration 
Officer has not spared himself in 
the discharge of his very difficult 
duties, But I do say that what- 
ever may be the expianation, the 
Chinese community cannot be €x- 
-pected to acquiesce in the con- 
‘tinued nodministration of a: mea- 
sure which compels. people to 
wait yor long hours outside the 
Tmmigration Office, herded  to- 
gether like cattle, in order to get 
a permit or to get back a deposit. 


Sheer Rudeness 


Apart from the question of ad- 
ministrative machinery there have 
been rumerous complaints: of 
sheer rudeness and offensive con- 
duct on the part of the officers of 
this Department, ‘Civil Servants 
should be civil servants’ may be a 
familiar witticism, but I suggest 
that it embodies a wholesome ad- 
monition te which Civil Servants 
in Hong Kong should pay serious 
heed. A most unfavourable im- 
pression has already been created 
on visitors to the Colony, And Lt 
do seriously appeal to officers of 
ine dmmigraton Department — to 
remember that they are being paid 
by focal taxpayers to | performs 
their duties and not to show off 
their own amportance. 


Complex Problem 


Sir, I do sav deliberately that 
either the administration of the 
Inamigration measure is radically 
improved--and I submit that it 
can, and should, be improved—or 
that measure should be dropped 
altogether, 

May 1 tender our thanks to you, Sir, 
for the invariable courtesy which you 
nave shown to the Unofficial Members. 
My coliteagues and JI desir to pay 
warm tribute to you for the conspicu~ 
ous ability which you have shown as 
His Exeellency’s chief adviser, which 
ig such a well known cheracteristic: of 
yur esteemed Colontat Secretary. 

My colleagues on this Council desire 
me to state that they with. to associate 
themselves, with the tributes I have 
paif® and fhe views I have exprossed. 
In due course Honourable Mr, Tam will 
speak on the question of removal of 
night-soil and the prevailing lawlessness 
and Insqcurity of the Colony, and 
Honourable Mr, Li will speak on prim- 
ary education, and [I desire to express 
my concurrence with their views on 
these subjects.

This 
question of cost of building. also 
applies to the proposed Infectious 
Diseases Hospitat at $1,900,000, of 
which it was proposed to provide 
$500,000 in 1941/2 leaving a 
liability of $1,400,000 on an un- 
completed building for the fol- 
lowing year with a contract placed 
at present high prices.

Bogey Of Income Tax 


The Hom Financial Secretary's 
remarks, when introducing the 
Budget, raising the bogey of In- 
come Tax came as a shock after 
the agreements reached last year. 

War Taxation Revenue exceed- 
ed the estimated figures and the 
Finance Committee voted all sup- 
plementary expenditure for De- 
fence. The Budget since its intro- 
duction has come within sight of 
being balanced, 

If further War expenditure Is 
required this Colony wili mot 
grudge it, but let it be raised 
within the framework of the 
existing Tax Scheme-by revising 
the rates of tax. 

The War Taxation Committee 
has been reconstituted under the 
pretext of an unbalanced Budget 
and we can only await the result 
of its deliberations but I believe 
any proposal to introduce Income 
Tax for ordinary revenue pur- 
poses will meet with even more 
opposition than did the suggested 
Income Tax to find money to as~ > 
sist in the prosecution of the War, 


Hard Facts 


The items of expenditure which 
have been cut in the Estimates 
now before us might well have 
been pushed through if we had 
Income Tax, by the simple ex- 
pedient of increasing the rate. In 
spite of the wish of the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies that de- 
velopment, social services, etc. 
should not be curtailed in war 
time we have to tace hard tacts, 

We must keep a light rein on 
expenditure by Government De- 
partments on their pet schemes 
which may endanger the solvency 
of the Colony ata time when we 
need some dollars in the till and 
some untapped sources of taxa- 
tion to meet further culls for de- 
fence and I hope offence. 

The lack of Support for the 
last Government Loan should 
be a warning. The Public is 
deeply concerned over thé high 
cost of Government, . Pensions, 
etc. and about the carefrce way 
in which Gevernment spends its

This 
amount, although three lakhs 
larger, would seem at first giunce

tofmer figure of $45,840,000 based 
on ‘the revenue for the previois 
does not take into full ac- 
count the increase in petrol, spirit 
and other duties which have oper- 
ated for only a portion of the fif- 
teen monihs and moreover it takes 
no account of the increase in

My submission therefore is that 
if these oncreases in taxation had 
operated for the whole of the pre- 
vious Pftcen months, the revenue 
for that period would have been 
jmmeasarably tigher: the differ- 
enee between the figure obtained 
by using that revenue as a basis 
and the tigure given by the Hon 
Fingneal Secretary as a7 forecist 
would then be accentuated and 
the comervative nature of his 
estimate would be clearly seen 

In thes connection, it may be 
noted that the Hon. | Financial 
Secretary in his litest statement 
gives a Revised Rstimated Re- 
vente of $56,786,000, which — in- 
cludes War Taxaton and new or 
additional duties: but as he has 
only added ai provision for new 
duties and has made no revision

Congratulation 


In summarising the financial 
position of the Colony, the Hon, 
Financial Secretary deplored the 
fact thut when the second instal- 
ment of the 1934 Dollar Loan was 
floated jast June, it, was necessary 
for Government to take up 
$5,790.000, more than half of the 
total, and that ceh was obtained 
only to the extent of $5,640,000, 

Far trom beang a cause for dis- 
satisfaction, it appears tome to be 
ao case for congratulations, that the 
finane al resources of the Colony 
should be in that happy state 
whereby the Colony could: finance 
itself! cut oof tts surplus balances. 
The voneing of dissatisfaction, af 
any, Waist surely apply to the local 
money anarket, in particular to the 
local lex payer, Giat he should be 
obscesedt by such Gifficulies as to 
render response too an attrac 
tive fort of mivestment on fa- 
vourabie terms, so meagre. 

Se feroas Government is con- 
cerned, while th: liquidity of its 
assets may be smpamed, no loss 
has been incurred, Government is 
only meking use oj ils idle money, 
and the restoration of its cash 
position is being gradually @ssur- 
ed by vearly rederaption of — the 
bonds jrem funds which are at- 
located for that purpose out of} 
revenue, 

Incidentally in this connection, 
provision has been made, under 
Head 22 af the Draft Estimates, as 
a charge on account of Public 
Debt, for the payment of a sum of 
$404,390 by way of interest cn 
that particular loan. There is no 
doubt that, as Government is the 
holder of more than half of this 
Joan, over two lakhs will be pay- 
able 1 Government. itself; but 
mowhere i; mention made of this 
attractive sum on the income side, 
a perfest cxampl4 ot what I have 
referred io as hidden reserves.

Sound Policy 


In the ordinary course of events, 
little criticism would be levelled 
at a Budget drawn on these lines, 
as it js sound policy for the 
guardian. of the public purse to be 
prudent;'but while’ prudence which 
Jeads to showing: -a deficit is 
understandable, it is time to ask 
for a return-to a-sense of propor- 
tion when that prudence becomes 
excessive.

Nevertheless, while others are still 
in the process of deliberation and 
searching for an ideal, Hong Kong 
has for over a year been fulfilling 
its obligations. 

It is regrettab‘e that reference 
has been made to this subject and 
to the comparative merits of in- 
come tax. No good can come out 
of resuscitating a controversy long 
dead and buried. I do not intend 
to dwell on the subject, as [ am 
confident that the War _ Taxation 
Committee which Your Excellency 
has reconstituted will make every 
endeavour to remove — Imperfec- 
tions and to evolve as satisfactory 
a system as possible. :

' Collection Of 
Nightsoil 


Perhaps the most controversial of 
the Items which are now appearing for 
the first tlme tn the Budget is the pro- 
vision for a scheme, known as dopart- 
mental collection, whereby Government 
will employ coolies, some 2,000 in num- 
ber for the removal of nightsoil, the 
cost of the project to be met by an in- 
crease of one per cent. In the rates. 
My Chiriese colleagucs and I learn with 
deep satisfaction that it has been de 
cided ‘by Government that this scheme 
should stand over until further con- 
sideratton has been given to the matter 
and that Government will refrain from 
expenditure without .the consent of the 
Finance Committee. This decision 45, 
in.our opinion, a wise one. 

We -venture to suggest that, before 
committing: itself, Government should 
examine carefully and find out exactly 
what.are the improvements .and advan- 
‘tages: attached to departmental coljec- 
tion. All of us realise that the present 
rystem is far from satisfactory, We 
would ‘welcome a change, but it must 
bo‘a change for the better. How is the 
“proposed ‘system a better one?: Surely 
not because some 2,000 coolies, hitherto 
‘free-lance would thereby become Gov- 
ernment servants. Judging by. the 
many representations which have been 
made, the coolles themselves do not 
appear to show any enthusiasm.

they carry out thelr duties properly. 
any deHnqueney to be punishabic by 
fine, the payment of which will be 
guarantecd by the deposits suggested, 
with the cancellation of Ucenees In 
cases of grave or repeated offence, We 
would most respectfully urge Govern- 
ment to try this alternative solution 
before embarking on a scheme of de- 
partinental collection, 


“Lack Of Progress”’ 


Further, we have been informed that 
the present coolles through thelr guilds 
have petiioned Government expressing 
thelr readiness to introduce bnprove- 
ments In transpert and in) receptacles 
nnd te iheet any requirements which 
Government inay stipulate It there- 
fore does not appear that Government 
should have any reason to be apprehen- 
sive of a lack of progress 

Finally, even if tt could be shown, 
which many of us doubt, that It would 
be to the best interest of the Colony 
that departmental collection should br 
adopted, it) neverthelyss stil remains 
for Government to be satisfied that the 
use of public money is necessary, pare

Good players nowadays realise 
that it pays to keep the bidding 
open after partner has opened the 
bidding, even if one’s own hand 
is pretty weak. When a Rood 
player fatls to do so, therefore, 
it's a confession cf abject weak- 
ness which may be turned to ac- 
count by astute opponents:

No one ts 
respected, be he magistrate or police- 
man, be he taipan or ordinary shop- 
keeper, Nothing ts free from filching, 
It may be only a plank from a statr- 
case, a hook for fastenlIng a window 
“or a short length of wiring, the sale- 
able value of which is infinitesimal 
though the replacement cost be high, 
As for motor cars, fountatn pens and 
car rings, these are stolen, or picked 
from the pocket, or snatched jin open 
daylight. 


Complex Problem 


If at! crime were the result of po- 
verty, the search for a cure, difficult 
though it may be is not impossible; 
but if a gambler steals tu wet stake 
moncy and a dope fiend to satiate his 
desire, the matter becomes far’ more 
complex, ‘ , 

We realise the immensity of the pro- 
*blem confronting us, Apart from the 
question of arrest, which fs a police 
matter, no permanent solution can be 
found wifhout taking. into account the 
provision of adequate prison accommo- 
dation, the creation of decent employ- 
ment and the introduction of general 
education.

MR, Li TSE-FONG: 


FINANCE POLICY 


The Hon. Mr. Li Tse-fony, 
who followed said: — The Hon- 
ourable “' the Financial = Se- 
cretary in his spetcly on the 16th 
‘January, 1941, reviewing the fin- 
ancial position of' the Colony 
stressed the point that although 
‘the revised estimate anticipates. a 
surplus of $17,213,670 at the end 
of thé present financial year, this 
surplus is largely a nominal. one. 
The Financial Secretary explain- 
ed that out of this surplus of over 
1$17,000,000, a. sum of $5,700,000 
'was invested: in the 1934-Dollar- 
Joan, “while .by the end of next. 
year a total of over 4 milllon dol- 
lars will have been advanced In 
-ariticipation. of ‘a > future loan.” 
Granting that this statement ‘is 
correct, it.does not. alter the fact 


that. the estimated surplus of this: 


Colony’ assota over its, liabilities, 
at the end af March,- 1941,~-will 


-\be well over $17,000,000 although 


it may not consist entirely of cash. 
According te the financial state- 
ment published - by. Government 
on. the fith February, 1941, the

Colony’s actual surplus at the end 
of October, 1940, was more than 
$21,000,000 of which a sum of over 
$18,000,000 was classified as cash 
and advances. This represents a 
very high ratio in relation to the 
amount of revenue from ordinary 
sources. 
tf this Colony were a_cor- 
poration ! would certainty con- 
caratulate those in charge of Its 
affatrs on its very strong finan- 
clal position. But as a Govern: 
ment it is open to criticism. 

It may be criticised that either 
it has failed to carry out and de- 
velop fully its soctal functions or 
it has taken more revenue than 
was necessary from the people by 
way of taxation. 


Retic Of Middle Ages 


1 submit, Sir, that this practice 
of keeping. a surplus was a met- 
hod adopted by Governments dur- 
ing the Middle Ages and has long 
been considered as bad financial 
policy. It is well established in 
practical financial administration 
that surplus financing encourages 
extravagance and that there is no 
necessity whatever for a state to 
keep a surplus, 

I mention this not because 1 
wish to suggest that the estimated 
deficit fur the next financial year 
should be met by drawing on this 
surplus es T hope that there will 
be no necessity to do se. But I 
believe that this policy of accumu- 
lating surplus is fundamentally 
wrong, I admit that the existence 
fota large surplus gives a certain 
degree of convenience to the ad- 
ministration because it has at. {ts 
disposal, what one may call, a 
special fund) from whieh it) can 
draw for the purpose of Anancing 
) public works, However, IT veature 
‘to say qnat this practice of draw- 
j ing upon the surplus to finance 
i public works does not conduce to 
, good financial organisation anc 
careful budgetings, With a surplus 
tu fall back on there is @ possi- 
ble Jemptation on the part of the 
xdministration in presenting its 
annual budget to the legislature, 
to withhold complete statement of 
its needs tor fear thut its estimates 
may be cut down. Another pos- 
sible abuse in the use of the sur- 
plus is that the administration may 
be spending public money first, 
before coming to the legislative 
hody for approval. 


An Emergency 


It may be said in favour of this 
policy that the object of maintain- 
ing a surplus is to have @ reserve 
in case of emergency. If that was 
the intention, I think the present 
moment is the proper time to 
make wise of such surplus. <A 
portion of it may be set aside for 
the cost of the proposed building 
‘of two ships to be presented ta 
fthe Admiralty and War Depart- 
rment and the remainder can be 
used for carrytng on defensive 
works in the Colony. If Govern- 
ment were to agree to this course, 
there would be no deficit in next 
year’s budget and no necessity to 
curtail its social services. Indeed 
all social services can be further 
expanded with révenue coming in 
from ordifary sources,

Primary Education 


In the matter of education I welcome 
the provision for a new subsidy code 
for vernacular schools which imakes 
generous provisions for subsidies lo 
schools on the basis of approved ¢x- 
penditures on salaries of teachers and 
rent of school buildings. As a mem- 
ber of the Board of Education I firmly 
believe that in the educatidnal system: 
of this Colony It is Chinese primary 
- education which urgently needs develop- 
ment, At the present time the develop- 
ment of Chinese primary education |s 
left almost entirely in the hands of pri- 
vate enterprises and I do not think that 
a satisfactory system can be achieved 
without Goyernment taking a leading 
part in its development.. I wish there- 
fore to urge Government that as soon 
as the financial position permits, it 
should proceed with the programme 
for the development of Chinese primary 
education, This programme has been 
carefully considered by the Board of 
Education and submitted to Govern- 
ment by the Director of Education with 
the full and unanimous support of its 
members. | venture to think that this 
programme ts not an ‘extravagant onc 
and does not call for heavy expendi- 
ture which will be spread over for 4 
number af years, 
I consider that, of all expenditures 
on social services, expenditure.on Chi- 
.imes¢ primary. education should receive 
first consideration.

Firewood Ramp 


The position of firewood In the domes- 
tie life of the Chinese community is 
second tn importance to that of rice. 
The situation has gone from bad to 
worse during the last few months, Thig 
might have been caused by seasonal 
femands such as the Chinese New 
Yoar but T have no doubt that it has 
been aferavated by the activities of 
unscrupulous profiteers. It has been 
proved that the cost of firewood im- 
ported into Hong Kong tncluding freight 
and all landing charges ts far below 
the prevailing market price demanded 
by exerbitant( dealers, I understand 
that Government are now taking mea- 
sures to relieve the present situation 
and I believe that such measures will 
meet with success, 

Before I resume my seat [ wish to 
say how regrettable It is that we have 
found {( necessary to cut down a good 
deal of Public Works Extraordinary 
nol so much as a desire to balance the 
budget but as an effort to conserve,

Sir, I shall confine mysélf to the, 
financial aspects of certain criti- 
eism which has to-day been made 
by the Honourable Unofficial 
Members. That criticism has been 
directed mainly, not to the de- 
tails of the estimates of expendi- 
ture as now presented, but to the 
picture of the revenue position, and 
to the proposals to improve it. I 
have never viewed the expendi- 
ture programine as ideal, but I 
submit it is necessary. It omits 
many items highly desirable. No 
one who has not attended meet- 
ings of the Estimates Committee, 
which deals with departmental 
schemes, can realise how many are 
these omissions and how great the 
sacrifices made. I think there is 
gencral agreement as to the de- 
tails now included. 


Surplus ; Balances 


It Is the problem of how to 
finance the expenditure for noxt 
year which finds us divided, not 
Unofficiale from Officials, but 
even Honourable Unofficial 
Membors among themselves. 

In spite of what I stated in 
connection with the general re- 
serve balance, or so-called surplus 
balances, at the last meeting of 
this Council, the Honourable Mr. 
Li Tse Fong proposes that we 


should have recourse to: this -bal- 
ance to ‘finance ~ war expenditure 
next year, and he adds the inter- 
esting theoretical argument that a 
balance is) a medieval. survival 
which a modern state has nd need 
to keep. It may be possible in a 
‘totalitarian economy to dispense 
witb a balance as it is possible to 
dispense, with normal backing for 
‘currenzy, but this Colony does not 
possess 4 self-contained economy 
and is largely an entrepot for 
China and Ns prosperity depends 
to a large extent, I submit, on the 
soundness and orthodoxy of its 
finances and ‘the confidence _ they 
inspire both locally and in China. 
I.stated at the last meeting that 
our real balance was about 7 mil- 
lion dollars. I exaggerated. The 
reserve balance of this Colony as 
I have informed | Honourable 
Members. on a previous occasion 
is tmpressed with a trust in so 
far.as the compuisory  contribu- 
tions of Government officers to the 
| Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions 
Scheme have been paid to re- 
| venue and no fund has been es- 
tablished to meet the outgoings 
which Government has undertak- 
en to pay. 


No Emergency 


So far income in this connec- 
thon has exceeded expenditure, but 
the position ifs not satisfactory 
though it cannot be said without 
actuarial investigation how many 
million dollars should be earmark- 
ed for this fund, but I am afraid 
the position is that the reserves 
‘with which the Honourable Mr.
